Had this child’s condition lieen 
neglected, the story would hav e 
been far different. The hay fev er 
pav es the way for further in­ 
fection 
including 
sinus 
trouble 
and hearing los3. One of three 
hay fev er v ictims can expect to 
dev elop asfhm. in time. 
There is no season for a child's 
hay fev er. In the spring there 
can be an epidemic among those 
sensitiv e to tree pollen. Summer’s 
hay fev er, coinciding with the re­ 
lease of grass pollen, fell* its 
prey with the second onset. Fall 
hay fev er, when ragweed pollen 
contaminates the air. engulfs an 
ev en larger group. And not to be 
ov erlook ed is a year-round nasal 
distress arising from house dust. 
Most serious of the allergic 
diseases of childhood is asthma. 
It strik er quick ly and the labored 
breathing, particularly in small 
babies, calls for emergency treat­ 
ment and frequently admission to 
a hospital. 
In the past, such a child suf­ 
ferer was often doomed to ncar- 
inv alidism, bedridden and need­ 
ing 
constant 
care. 
Hopefully, 
asthma experts are seeing signs 
on the horizon that carefully con­ 
trolled exercise offers promise of 
breathing rehabilitation. 
They 're util! amazed by a tag 
football team of IS Denv er asth­ 
matic children, gingerly pul to­ 
gether in an ex perimental pro­ 
gram, which progressed so fast

(Tuesday, March 14)— A 24-year old Japanese violist, winner of 
the Friends' First Annual Yount; Artists Competition last May, 
took repeated bows before an audience of music lovers last night 
in the Community Theatre. Nobuko Imai, native of Tokyo, Japan, 
played tho "Concerto For Viola and Orchestra," by Bela Bartok, 
with the fludson Valley Philharmonic Orchestra under the baton 
of Claude Monteux. 
Without a doubt, this was the highlight of the Philharmonic 
evening. 
i 
Miss Imai. a student of Walter Trampler at the Juilliard School 
of Music in New York, is a Fulbright Scholar and was concert- 
master and principal violilt of the Toho String Orchestra in 1964. 
In last night’s performance. Miss Imai demonstrated superb 
technical values. 
A master of the viola, she was fully acquainted 
with all the intricasies of the Bartok work and skillfully reduced 
each difficult pnssage to performing ease 
She played with an interesting and vital manner impressing the 
audience at all times with her outstanding talent. 
Bela Bartok's work is passionate and virile. 
It is full of sharp 
and incisive sounds interspersed with melodic subjects that sound 
barbaric at times but the composer was intensely modern in his 
use of tonality and harmony. 
As the soloist in this demanding 
work. Miss Imai gracefully hurdled over curious rhythms and filled 
profound melancholy passages with deep feeling. She held her 
audience right to the wonderful sudden surprise ending. 
The concert opened with the "Symphony in D Major." a work 
by Karl Philipp F.manuel Bach, second son of Johann Sebastian 
and Maria Barbara Bach. Here. Moteux managed the various in­ 
struments skillfully developing perception and effectiveness. Last 
night’s selection is one of 18 symphonies composed by K. P. E. 
Bach. Much of it has charm and grace and is pleasing to listen to 
even if it lacks depth or intensity. 
It Is interesting to note, how­ 
ever. that during the 18th century, K. P. E. Bach’s fame was so 
much greater than his fathers that to the music world of Western 
Europe the name Bach denoted Karl Philipp Emanuel — just as, | c aratoe.. 
in England, it meant his younger brother Johann Christian, th e L* 
"London” Bach. 
The proeram concluded with "Symphony No. 2 In D Major" by 
Brahms. 
Though Rrahms is one of the last of the great Roman­ 
ticists. he is essentially a classical composer. 
He was the son of a , 
great era; Chopin. Schumann. Liszt and Wagner were formulating , ‘rom APnl 1 
new music.

T he letter notes that w ithin Its ranks, the KH S ski rluh had 
sev eral rnpahle y oung skiers. In his own w ay , S chaefer realized 
not only their potentials hut the credit they could bring to the 
school. 
• Unselfish Efforts: 
"It h as been th rou gh h is u ntiring and u nselfish efforts th at th e 
Kingston High Sch ool team was organized.” th e letter continu es. 
"Th e team inclu ded both boy s and girls. 
"It wasn’t easy for a man teach ing all week, writing a nov el, 
with a wife and fou r ch ildren, to dev ote h is sp are moments to 
make a day of p leasu re in skiing for 250 stu dents—wh ich h e h as 
done on cou ntless Satu rday s. 
T he letter em phasizes that few persons outside ski circles are 
aw are of S ch aefer’s great contribution to the K H 8 sports scene. 
"Those w ho hav e J oined him and w orked w ith him , Including 
persons affiliated w ith skiing and racing In and around the area. 
h a\e the highest respect for his gentlem an ly attitu d e, his w llllng- 
n« *» s to surm ount em otional odds and to his dev otion to the ski 
program ." 
"Time and again.” it goes on. "h e h as been seen tru dging u p 
snow and ice laden slop es, ch illing h is feet and h ands, commu ni­ 
cating with a 2-way radio, ex ecu ting a racing ru le, ch eering for all 
teams (ev en wh en it h u rt), encou raging a fallen racer or a DNF, 
sy mp ath izing with a DSQ. . .”

We th ink 
it’s time for th e h igh sch ool ath letic dep artment to do someth ing 
abou t it. Again, we rep eat th e insu rance c * t sh ou ld be a secondary 
consideration. 
Wh en th e ap p rop riate committee assembles to make a decision 
on th e m atter, let th em remember th ese small statistics: 
A w ell integrated skiing program w ould inv olv e at least 250 
>oiingsters, hoy s and girls, w ith v arsity statu s lim ited to the hoy s. 
Com pare the other "v arsity ** sports and w hat do y ou com e up 
w ith— It) basketball play ers, nine or ten golfers, d itto for tennis, 
m ay be 18 baseball play ers. 
By its v ery natu re, skiing wou ld inv olv e many more y ou ngsters 
in v arsity comp etition. On a giv en day , th e fiv e fastest v ou ngsters 
wou ld comp rise "th e team" in th e slalom or combined Th e grou nd 
ru les are different from th e oth er sp orts with th eir fix ed rosters. 
Skiing generates nu mbers and large enth u siasm. 
Let’s h ear th e annou ncement from Kingston High th at skiing 
will be a v arsity sp ort in 19 67-68.
